The Americans are anticipatmg stiff 
fighting when they reach~the canal 
near the Alane.

AISNE. Sept. 6.—Indications are that 
the German retreat possibly will be 
beyond the Chemin des Dames to the 
Hindenburg line. 
'In (addition to advancing to the! 
Aisne, the Allies are moving: in a 
northerly 
direction, 
furnishing 
the 
possibility of another movement to 
crowd the boche off the plateau to 
the east from which German observa­ 
tion posts overlook the higher ground 
between the Vesle and the Aisne. 
From this point of vantage Vauxcere, 
Baug. Leu* Barney and other towns 
now Behind the Allied lines are clear­ 
ly visible to enemy observers. 
Baslieux was being shelled today*. 
I could see the Americans running 
to cover as clouds of smoke and dust 
arose from exploding shells. 
Support 
troops were visible moving up to the 
main battleline along the plateau’s 
northern slopes, which dip down to 
^|he Aisne. 
%Along the ridge of the plateau shells 
Woke intermittently but the quietness 
of the Veale valley was more marked 
than the noise from 
the fighting. 
Light traffic was to be seen on the 
road* north of the Vesle. 
South of 
the stream, however, men and wagons 
were moving up rapidly over reads 
which were screened by both French 
and German camouflage. 
WASHINGTON, Sept. 6 —Advance 
of American troops Thursday to the 
crest of the slopes leading to the 
Aisne was reported by General Per­ 
shing today. 
The American communique follows: 
“Our troops continuing their ad-^ 
Vance in cooperation with the French 
have crossed the plateau north of the 
Vesle and have reached the crest of 
the slopes leading to the valley of the 
Aisne. 
There is nothing of impor­ 
tance to deport from the other sectors 
occupied by ogf troops.”

(Night.)—A 
pressing demand for men, as well aa 
the Allied tbfeat to the flank of the 
Chemin des Dames defense line is 
facing a German withdrawal which la 
likely to wipe out the last vestige of 
the spring gains west of Rheims. The 
retreat will probably continue north 
of the Aisne, possibly with sharp fight­ 
ing and attempted stands here and 
there. 
The Americans are maintaining con­ 
stant contact with the enemy. Exten­ 
sive preparations were made for the 
withdrawal, 
smoke 
f r o m 
burning 
dumps blotting the sky. 
As the Americans advanced north 
of the Vesle, (hey found that all ra­ 
vines had been filled'with gas in an 
effort to slow up the pursuit. A heavy 
smoke screen was stretched along the 
Aisne from Maisy to Pont au Bary, 
five miles, congealing the movements 
northward, 
b lo w in g American pa­ 
trols, combat elements advanced up 
the mosfMmpregnable heights on the 
north bank o f’ tbs Vesle. 
They en­ 
countered alight resistance from ma­ 
chine gun nests. 
These groups of 
Germans were quickly moppod up. 
Caves and quarries In which German 
stragglers lurked were cleaned out 
with hand grenades. 
Enemy rear 
guards were quickly handled by the 
Y ankee^ who crossed the Veale and 
advanced in a northeasterly direction, 
leaving some towns flanked. 
Meantime American gun, horses and 
caissons were going forward, raising 
clouds of dust on the roads as they 
pusned up close to the Vesle. 
There 
they swung4nto action and sent shells 
screaming over the plateau where the 
American troops were close on tho 
heels ’of the retreating boche.

airplanes repeatedly attacked Ameri­ 
can infantry, sweeping low to use 
their 
machine 
guns 
and dripping 
bombs on our troops. 
The first crossing of the Vesle was 
made over trunks of frees. 
Later a 
foot bridge was thrown acrose and

This kept her on tho American side 
uiiitl the United States declared war, 
when she was taken over as a troop 
ship.

AMERICANWSTEAMER 
SUNK, FIVE KILLED 


Only Re-hearing or Clemency 
Can Now Prevent Pay­ 
ing of Penalty 


Edward S. Keyes, m urderer, is a l­ 
most certain to hang. 
The supreme 
j court yesterday affirmed the judgment 
of death passed upon Keyes on Feb­ 
ruary 15 by Superior Judge Z. IL W est 
of Orange county. 
Nothing but a re-hearing by tho 
supreme (\>urt with subsequent re­ 
versal of the court’s own decision or 
clemency by the governor can save 
Keyes’ neck. 
Keyes was convicted of the m urder 
of Leonard Berwick, aged ll, a new s­ 
boy of Santa Ana. 
The hoy, enticed 
from the streets, was attacked and 
killed by Keyes at a house near New­ 
port Beach. 
The boy’s %head was cut 
off; the body was thrown into the 
Delhi drainage ditch, where it ^ a s 
discovered the next day, and the head 
was hidden under a culvert at the 
foot of South Main street. 
Keyes was suspected, and confessed 
the crime. 
His attorney made a de­ 
fense upon the ground of insanity. 
Both by the prosecution and by the 
defense tho case was one of the hard­ 
est fought and most ably handled 
crim inal cases in the history of the 
county. 
The jury brought in a ver­ 
dict of guilty of m urder in the first 
degree, which fixed the penalty at 
death. 
Judge W est set April lf) as the 
tim e for execution. 
The appeal taken 
for Keyes autom atically 
suspended 
that date pending the decision of the 
suprem e court. 
'N e w s that the judgm ent of the su­ 
perior court had been affirmed came 
in a press dispatch. 
Official notifica­ 
tion has not been received here as 
yet. 
“Thirty days must elapse before the 
rem ittitur arrives,” said D istrict At­ 
torney 
W est today. 
“During 
that 
thirty days the defendant’s attorney 
may make a motion for a re hearing, 
and if th at is granted there will be 
further delay, lf it is not granted, the 
rem ittitur will come down, and imme­ 
diately 
after 
th at 
Keyes 
will 
be 
brought here from San Quentin by 
the sheriff for re-fixing of a date for 
his execution. A fter Judge W est fixes 
the date for hanging, Keyes will be 
returned to San Quentin and hanged 
on that date, unless there is a reprieve 
or com mutation of sentence by the 
governor.”

It la not believed here that Keyes 
will secure either a re hearing or clem ­ 
ency from the governor.

“Let s Go,” Says Yankees; 
New U. S. Smash on Quiet 
Sector Expected Soon

WASHINGTON, Seif. ti.—American 
eat 'em up spirit, multiplied by more 
than IOO (Wk), is the real answer to the 
ease wherewith the German has been 
pressed bacK since the Marne com­ 
bat. 
This in substance was the view of 
a prominent general staff officer to­ 
day iii answer to 
the 
oft-repeated 
question, ‘ Why is it that the Ger­ 
mans, who have never tasted a real 
disaster, are now being shunted back 
almost at will?” 
As outlined to 
the 
correspondent 
the reasons are threefold: 
1. Numerical superiority of the Al­ 
lies, attained by America’s accelerat­ 
ed troop movement program. 
This 
permitted the stopping of 
the 
Ger­ 
man blow at Chateau Thierry and fol­ 
low-up operations which 
have 
now 
developed almost to the point of a 
German route and smashup* 
2. American enthusiasm—“pep.” 
This is characterized by the “I^et’s 
go" attitude of every American sol­ 
dier. 
The American is a sportsman. 
He loves competition, 
lie not only 
wants to show he can beat the Ger­ 
man, hut liq wants to show he equals 
or excels the French or British. 
He 
is cheerful. 
All that had an immedi­ 
ate reflex with the British and French. 
They accum ulated the spirit of in­ 
vincibility and their smashes took on 
the irresistible spirit of themselves. 
3. 
Lowered Gorman morale. 
Tile 
German, as this officer pointed out, is 
a good fighter when fed on victories, 
but neither able nor game in a losing 
fight. 
He had believed his officers 
were incomparable. 
Now that lie 
sees the German armies being in­ 
exorably pushed back he is losing con­ 
fidence in his leaders, while the same 
thing happened at home. 
These three combinations, accord 
ing to Hie officer, are directly respon­ 
sible for the advance. 
Asked what he foresaw as the Ger­ 
man strategy to this time, the officer 
declared that as far as it is now seen, 
the German is now retiring against 
his will without going back to points 
from which he might gain an advant­ 
age. 
It was originally thought he 
would try to make a stand on the 
Hindenburg line, but he has been 
robbed of this opportunity. W here he 
will try to stop is unknown. 
General Foci! holds the cards, how­ 
ever, and only winter can stem the 
Lilied onrush. 
Meantime there is much talk that 
there will soon be a fresh outburst on 
a quiet sector of the line and that the 
Americans will be seen in a dash com­ 
parable to the recent B ritish and 
French successes.

‘‘The best propaganda, 
said a German newspaper 
not long ago, “will be Hindenburg s saber, which will 
continue to win victories." 
\\ itll that saber badly 
blunted, and with Hindenburg engaged in an appar­ 
ently interminable series of retreats which the dullest 
German cannot much longer accept as anything less 
than bitter defeat, what hope can there be of empty­ 
ing German pockets as usual I 
On the other hand, the American loan will be 
launched under the best auspices that any Liberty 
Loan has yet enjoyed. O ur public psychology today 
is the psychology of victory, of success, of measure­ 
less optimism and liberality. 
\\ e shall have all the 
machinery that made our previous loans so notably 
successful working better than ever. 
We have formed the bond habit— we are now 
a nation of bond-buyers.

CONFESSION OF DEFEAT 


W hy do the deadly German submarines, after 
a perilous passage of 3000 miles, content themselves 
with destroying fishing boats and small freighters ? 
If such feats have any military value at all, it is 
almost negligible. 
The answer is that this is the best those sea- 
assassins can do. 
They are eager, of course, to sink 
our army transports and check the steady flow of 
troops to France. 
That is what they are sent for. 
They are almost as eager to sink the big flightships 
that carry food for the British people or guns and 
shells for our own army. They find the troop ships 
so well guarded by destroyers that they dare not 
venture near them. 
The best they can do is, at rare intervals, to 
“get" a transport on the way back to America, empty 
of soldiers and therefore not so zealously guarded. 
They manage to hag an occasional freighter, hut al­ 
ways at imminent ri>k of their own skills. • Nearly 
all our merchant ships are armed, and many of them 
are convoyed by warships. 
The I-boats can do little but hover on the 
horizon and submerge in self-defense at the approach 
of their intended prey. 
The sea is covered with 
hostile naval craft. 
The hunters have become the 
hunted. 
So they vent their spite in malicious de­ 
struction whose futility they probably fully realize. 
''T o such contemptible plight has the great G er­ 
man navy come. 
Every sinking of an American or 
Canadian fishing boat or coastwise steamer is a con-' 
fessiotl of defeat.

But what can we do? The things that you chm- 
plain of are inherent in democracy—at once its glory * 
and its weakness. The freedom of the press must be 
‘held inviolable— hence its occasional abuse.

ernment the benefit of the doubt. And as for ques­ 
tions as to the honesty and sincerity of those whom we 
have chosen to exercise the functions of government 
—well, we do not allow such questions to arise. 
Do you and your friends clo likewise, dear Miss 
Shaw, and let the yellow journals yowl.

"Well, here we are at last docked 
near Philadelphia. 
This has been a 
long but pleasant trip. ''We have just 
come down from New York. We came 
aboard the 8. S. 
on Friday, June 
15. We left Hoboken, N. J., on June 
16 for Norfolk, Va., arrived in Norfolk 
(fn Monday night about 8 o’clock. The 
reason for doing this was to get a con­ 
voy of our speed. This ship can only 
make 8 knots, so we had to have an 8- 
knot convoy. Wednesday morning we 
hoisted anchor in a convoy of 36 ships. 
It was an English convoy so we bad 
a liner signalman aboard. His name 
was Charley Whitehouse and lie was 
a fille fellow, reminded one of A. A. 
Revill. The first day out it was rough 
going. 
It was Hie seventh day out 
that we left the convoy. We were go­ 
ing to Genoa, Italy, with another ship, 
the Silva.

Through Heavy Surf to Res­ 
cue Bather at Newport

Howard and his friend, Victor Gun- 
( der son, who have been spending a va- 
j cation at Balboa, were in bathing with 
* other friends Monday 
afternoon 
at 
15th street, between East Newport and 
Newport, when they were both caught 
in a strong tide-rip and (Tarried out to 
sea. Gunderson, who was closer in to 
shore than his friend, was using a 
surf-board, and when he saw that his 
companion was signaling for help, he 
shoved the surf board out to him and 
immediately started in to shore for 
assistance. 
After 
a 
hard 
struggle 
against the out-going current, he final­ 
ly got in, but was almost exhausted 
from his battik against the tide. 
While W. E. Clement, fire chief of 
Orange, and C. EJ. Robinson of Ewing’s 
Garage at Orange and 
others 
were 
making 
strenuous 
efforts 
to 
get 
through the surf with a boat, Mrs. 
Chandler Johnston phoned to Newport 
for help. 
Two unsuccessful 
attempts were 
made by men on the shore to launch 
a small boat, but each time the occu­ 
pants were thrown out when the boat 
was hit by breakers and turned over. 
The second time, the boat had safely 
passed through all but the last comb­ 
er when an extra large breaker caught 
the bow and tossed it like a feather in­ 
to the air. C. E. Robinson was hurled 
headforemost into the surf and but 
for the assistance of the others would 
have been drowned. He had just par­ 
taken of a hearty meal which, coupled 
with the large amount of salt water 
which he had swallowed, made his dis­ 
tress the more acute. 
First aid was 
administered by Dr. Bessica Raiche 
and the patient was then assisted to 
his tent. 
In the mean time, the alarm 
had 
been sent to Newport and when the 
anxious watchers on the pier saw the 
first boat go over, it was thought that 
no boat would be able to weather the 
breakers, so Hugh McMillan rushed 
out to his power boat anchored off the 
pier and started for the scene, but 
considerable time elapsed in getting

hurled into the boiling foam, hut ho 
managed to grasp an oar and the next 
swell drove the dory in nearer shore 
and out of danger. 
The young man was.placed in warm 
blankets and given first aid treatment 
by his friends and soon was all right 
and talking lightly of the Incident. He 
is the son of Mr. and Mrs. A. EJ* Ves­ 
per of Pasadena, and is studying to 
join Uncle Sam’s navy. He is only 16 
years old and graduated 
from high 
school at the age of 14. Using the code 
signal for help, young Vesper was able 
to let his friend know of his distress, 
as both of them are working to enter 
the navy. 
Mr. Robinson is said to be a very 
good swimmer and both of the boys 
are all around athletes and like ducks 
In the water, otherwise there might 
have been a different story to tell. Al 
though young Vesper was out hi the 
tlde-rip for more than an hour, he 
claimed he was good for an indefinite 
time and at no time did he have any 
feeling of giving up the struggle for 
his life. 
A large and anxious crowd stood on 
the beach at J5 th street watching the 
contest between man and nature and 
each time that a large breaker hid the 
swimmer from view, it was feared that 
the sea had claimed its toll, but each 
time he reappeared like a bobbing 
cork but farther and farther out to 
sea.

Record Business Reported at 
Silver Jubilee Anniversary 
of Co-operative Body 


LOS ANGELES* Bapt. 6.—Twenty- 
five years of achievement in co-oper- 
tive marketing of oranges and lem­ 
ons, y as the burden of the talks at 
the annual meeting of the California 
Fruit Growers’ Exchange in the Con­ 
solidated Realty building .Wednesday. 
It waa the silver-wedding anniversary 
of the founding of the exchange. 
Those at the meeting were from all 
parts of Southern California. Most of 
the time was spent ln discussing the 
new subsidiary organisation of the 
exchange, a marmalade factory which 
is to utilise the waste oranges. 
The 
exchange is organising a company 
among its own members to take over 
the Crawford Marmalade Factory, and 
now it proposes to build additional 
factories at San Dimas and at Pomona. 
The annual report of the general 
manager, acting for G. Harold'Powell, 
who is serving in Washington as head 
of the bureau of perishable foods in 
the Hoover department, was read. It 
shows that the past year was the big­ 
gest yet, in financial returns, to the 
growers in the exchange. 
The ex­ 
change handled 20 per cent of the 
normal yields on naval 
oranges. .62 
per cent of the usual yield of Valen­ 
cia oranges, and about 60 per cent 
of its normal lemon (output. 
Yet its 
gross receipts from sales in eastern 
markets were $57,000,000. The deduc­ 
tion for freight and operating busi­ 
ness charges left $46,SOO,OOO to be 
distributed among the growers. 
The 
cold weather in the east last winter 
during the shipping season caused a 
Ion to the growers by reason of frost 
damage en route to the markets. The 
official report of the manager will be 
made public on Friday. 
P. J. Dreher summed up the achieve­ 
ments of the exchange during its quar­ 
ter of a century of life. It has paid to 
the orange and lemon growers of Cali­ 
fornia the total sum of $264,000,000 
and has handled crops that have sold 
in the east for $350,000,000. 
It has 
lost in poor accounts but $2600 in its 
history, and In its life the production 
of oranges and lemons has risen from 
a million and a half of boxes annual­ 
ly to almost ten million boxes in 1917. 
In that period the assessed valuation 
of citrus groves and the properties 
has risen from about $28,000,000 to 
a b o u t 
$175,000,000—reckoning 
the 
value of irrigation systems, packing 
houses and refrigeration coricgrns con­ 
nected with the fruit shipping indus­ 
try.

less some unforeseen obstacle arises, 
Newport Beacb will have Its new sew 
er syitem com pleted before another 
season rolls around, as the board of 
trustees have awarded the contract 
to the J. D. Kneen Company of Los 
Angeles. The board met Monday eve­ 
ning and every angle of the question 
was threshed out, but as Monday was 
a holiday* no official action was taken 
until at an adjourned meeting held 
Tuesday afternoon, when the contract 
WBS let* 
In discussing the question Monday 
evening, Trustee L. S. Wilkinson fa 
vored postponing action and made a 
motion that all bids be rejected, but 
there was no second. 
Mr. Wilkinson 
contended that, as the season 
was 
practically over, the city could afford 
to wait until pending 
developments 
were absolutely assured, emen though 
there might be a slight increase in the 
price which had been submitted. The 
rest of the board favored immediate 
action, Trustee McCain arguing that 
even though the work was started at 
once on the new sewer it would not 
be completed any too soon for next 
season. 
Lew H. W allace, Frank 
J. 
Knight and Jonathan Sharps all talked 
on the subject and favored immediate 
action, but Joe Ferguson thought the 
board ought to wait until m aterial and 
labor were cheaper. 
A letter was read from the chair­ 
man of the C apital'Issues Committee, 
John Herron, of San Francisco, stat­ 
ing that a citizen of Newport Beach 
had written him concerning the pro­ 
posed 
sewer 
improvement 
and 
he 
asked that the city make application 
for permission 
to 
proceed with the 
work, providing that it was an abso­ 
lute necessity. It is thought' that the 
consent of the Capital Issues Commit­ 
tee to allow bonds in the sum of ap­ 
proximately $160,000 -to 
be issued, 
would be given by them when the im­ 
perative necessity of a new sewer sys­ 
tem for Newport Beach was explained 
to them in detail, and It is not expect­ 
ed that the work will be held up from< 
this quarter. 
Tax Rate Increased 
The new tax rate for the ensuing
